As a consequence, the weekly as- 
serts, a vicious circle has been es- 
tablished until now “any attempt 
to solve the Jewish problem is con- 
fronted on the one hand by the 
‘complaint of the Jews that they do 
not participate freely in the social 
Processes because society will not 
let them, and on the other, by the 
rationalzed self-justficaton of 
society which affirms that it will 
not let them because they do not 
wish to!” 

The vicious circle can be broken, 
according to the Century, in only 
one way—for “prophets to arise in 
Judaism who wili begin to pro- 
claim the terrible truth; that Ju- 
daism has been feeding its racial 
pride for milleniums on an illu- 
sion; that its martyrdom is in 
large measure self-invited” and 
that its racial integrity is no more 
important than any other race’s in- 
tegrity, 

“Such prophets, if they shall 
arise in Jewry,” the editorial con- 
tinues, “will point out that it is 
just this obsession with the doc- 
trine of a covenant race that now 
Menaces the world, and that the 
Jews are the chief sufferers from 
it. Their idea of an integral race, 
With its own exclusive culture, hal- 
lowed and kept unified by a racial 
teligion, is itself the prototype of 
Nazism.” 

In introducing the question the 
Magazine said that “Judaism rests 
Upen an impossible basis” and “it 
8 trying to pluck the fruits of de- 
mocracy without yielding itself to

Boston Schools Place Ban 
On “Merchant Of Venice’ 


By Conference of Jews, Christians 
BOSTON—The Boston School | 
Committee this week adopted the 


plan urged by several Jewish 
bodies and banned the reading of 
Shakespeare’s “Merchant of Ven- 
ice” in classrooms in this city. 

The move was made on the 
grounds that the play proved em- 
barrassing to the Jewish people. 
Several members of the committee 
declared that they had never re- 
ceived complaints but that if Shy- 
lock caused embarrassment to any 
pupils the book should be removed 
from the required list. 

Upon the opening of school here 
in the fall, “The Merchant of Ven- 
ice” will be removed from the re- 
quired reading lists and teachers 
will be prohibited from discussing 
the volume in class. Pupils will 
still be free, however, to select the 
play for voluntary reading. 

Agitation leading up to the re- 
moval of the play from the Boston 
Schools was inaugurated here by 
the B’nai B'rith. 


New Edition Prepared 
By Conference of Jews, Christians 





NEW YORK—In recognition of

required reading in schools, a new 
edition of Shakespeare’s plays has 
been prepared in a way designed 
to overcome any racial prejudices 
the play might arouse. The editor, 
Max J. Herzberg, principal of 
Weequahic High School, New Jer- 
sey, analyzes the customs and man- 
ners of the time in whith the play 
is placed, describing the Republic 
of Venice, the laws of the period, 
and treatment of Jews in Venice. 

Citing the fact that “The Mer- 
chant of Venice” has been made an 
excuse for religious prejudice, the 
editor quotes George Lyman Kitt- 
redge, whom he calls one of the 
greatest Shakespearean scholars, 
as saying, “The Merchant of Ven- 
ice is no anti-Semitic document; 
Shakespeares was not attacking the 
Jewish people when he gave Shy- | 
lock the villain’s role.” 

Mr. Herzberg’s discussion of 
“The Problem of Prejudice,” one of 
the prefatory chapters of this ed-|

300 Are Jailed 
In Polish Riot

WARSAW—With 300 persons 
under arrest so far in connection 
with the anti-Semitic riots in the 
“holy city” of Czestochowa, police 
last week imposed nine-o’clock 
curfew and prohibited sale of al- 
coholic beverages, 

The action came although life in 
Czestachowa was returning to nor- 
mal, with Jewish inhabitants be- 
ginning to repair demolished shops 
and replace smashed windows. 


Some of those arrested were ac- 
cused of possessing goods from 
pillaged Jewish stores. The Jewish 
community organization has regis- 
tered 400 claimants for damages. 

Meanwhile, Jewish communities 
in Staszoe, Olsztin and Zarki, near 
Czestochowa, have appealed for 
protection against anti-Semitic de- 
monstrators. 

The statement by the Catholic 
Bishop of Czestochowa, ‘Theodore 
Kubina, demandnig “satisfaction 
for the killing of a Polish porter 
by a Jewish butcher, the crime 
which precipitated the riots, and 
urging that “measures be taken to 
prevent recurrence of such crimes, 
was interpeted by Nationalist 
newspapers as meaning that Bis- 
hop Kubina intended to demand 
that the government prohibit Jews 
from residing in the “holy city.”

NEW YORK—With the words of 
Dr. Stephen S. Wise: “We will not 
forsake thee, O Jerusalem!” ring- 
ing in their ears, the 1,000 dele- 
gates to the fortieth annual con- 
vention of the Zionist Organization 
of America took action this week 
against threats to the Jewish Na- 
tional Home in Palestine. 

As had been expected, the con- 
vention endorsed the leadership of 
Dr. Wise during the past year by 
re-electing him to the presidency. 

Fearing that the as yet unpub- 
lished report of the Royal Com- 
mission on Palestine recommends 
that the country be divided be- 
tween the Jews and Arabs, they 
unanimously adopted a resolution 
opposing partition, cantonization 
“or any other restriction upon the 
pace of the upbuilding of the 
country.” 


U. S, Aid Sought 

They addressed another resolu- 
tion to the United States Govern- 
ment, recalling this country’s im- 
portant role in establishing Pales- 
tine as a Jewish homeland under 
British mandate, and urging that it 
“use its good offices for the pur- 
pose of safeguarding the rights of 
the Jewish péople and the intég- 
rity of the Jewish National Home 
as provided for in the mandate.” 

In his keynote address which op- 
ened the public sessions of the con- 
vention at the Hotel Roosevelt, Dr. 
Wise declared that while “physic- 
ally we Jews would not and could 
not resist the force of an empire, 
morally and spiritually we Amer- 
ican Zionists declare we will never, © 
never, never give assent to the par- 
tition of Palestine.” : 

“A partitioned, divided, truncat- 
ed Palestine,” Dr. Wise said, 
“would no more be Palestine than 
England would be England with- 
out Scotland, and Wales, without 
Essex, Yorkshire and Northumber- 
land.” 

_ “Return To Herzl”—Wise 

Calling for a “return to the prin- 
ciples of Dr. Theodor Herzl and 
Lerd Balfour,” Dr, Wise rebuked 
those Jews, particularly some who 
reside in Palestine, “who are more 
avid for the name of a Jewish 
State than for the reality of a 
Jewish National Home.” He warn- 
ed that Jewish elements in Pales- 
tine favoring partition will not 
have “the last word,” “ 

“Once and for all let it be made 
clear,” Dr. Wise said, “that Zion- 
ism is not meant for an assurance 
of security to a handful—and 425,- 
000 is a handful—of Jews in Pal- 
estine. The Land of Israel belongs 
not only to the Jews dwelling 
there, but to the whole Jewish pop- 
ulation throughout the world.” 

Dr. Wise complained that world 
Zionist officials had not consulted 
or given sufficient weight to the 
advice of American Zionist leaders 
when proposals for partition first 
appeared, and declared that the 
Americans should have insisted on 
a more extended hetring before the 
Royal Commission. 

“American Zionists are not will- ~ 
ing to be simply the chief fund- 4 
raising source,” he said. He sug-- 
gested that the American Zionist 
mecvement was mature enough 
act independently. :

New York, its coffers filled with more 
money than at any time-in years, and its 
membership at a new high for the present decade, 
the Zionist Organization of America may well 
be headed for the eventual success it should have 
had when the movement in America was headed 
by men like Louis D. Brandeis and Jacob de Haas.

In 
fact it was this one sore point: that led to the 
break between the Z. O, A. and the J. D. C., when 
those two groups several years ago split the 


Bie by an enthusiastic convention in 


United Jewish Appeal into the present two na- 
tional campaigns. 

The situation today, from a monetary stand- 
point, is changed. The Zionists now have ample 
funds available for the launching of this much- 
delayed educational program. What is needed 
now is new, young and active blood to head the 
campaign, a leader not now in the Zionist hier- 
archy, and one whose prospects will not be dim- 
med by the long history of past failures in this 
respect. 

The possibilities are there today, just as they 
were when the educational program was first de- 
cided upon. It is to be hoped that real action 
will be taken so that not only will Jews be in- 
culated with the marvelous progress in Palestine 
and with Zionist achievements, but non-Jews too, 
through the public press, through the radio, and 
through the movies, be given a chance to under- 
stand what really is this Jewish regeneration of 
the Holy Land.

Jewish monthly publication field is The 

Jewish Veterans, organ of the Jewish 
War Veterans of the United States. Unquestion- 
ably today the most-quoted Jewish publication 
in the United States, The Jewish Veteran, al- 
though edited by a non-professional staff, month 
after month prints articles of such great interest 
and readability, that editors of Anglo-Jewish 
weeklies find a fertile field therein for feature 
articles for their own publications. 

A resume of some of the titles of features in 
the July 1937 issue gives a ready appreciation of 
the magazine’s interest—“The Jewish Lafayette” 
is a story of Major Benjamin Nones, who came to 
America with the French auxiliaries to help the 
struggling colonies against Britain; “Daughters

The fact remains how- 
ever, that The Jewish Veterans articles find their 
way into more Jewish home than those of any 
other publication, either by direct entry or by re- 
print in other Anglo-Jewish publications, and 
this alone is testimony to the magazine’s suc- 
cess.

mediation court in Cleveland, along lines 

of similar Jewish courts in other large 
cities, indicates the fulfilling of a need, rather 
than any deliberate philosophical trend towards 
the organization of kehillas, the move is cer- 
tainly in that direction.

Comment On Current Topics 


Father J. Elliot Ross replying to The Chris- 
tian Century’s editorial “Jewry and Democracy” 
(story on page 1)—My first impression of the 
Christian Century discussion is a disappointing 
lack of reasoning. It seems to a large extent a 
tissue of assumptions, unproved assertions, and 
patronizing superiority. I am afraid that it is 
more calculated to, stir up antagonism than to 
relieve tension. Thus in the tissue of June 2, 
1937, there was the assumption that “democracy 
cannot suffer the claim of any minority to main- 
tain itself on the theory that it is to continue to 
exist as a permanent (sic) minority.” 

Why? No reasons are given. It is simpy 
categorically asserted. By the old rule of logic, 
what is gratuitously asserted may be just as 
gratuitously denied. 

After serious thought on this unproved asser- 
tion of the Christian Century, I cannot see one 
reason to support it. Its sweeping character 
makes it all the more difficult to accept. For it 
applied to all minorities (albeit the special appli- 
cation was to Jews) that plan on continuing as 
minorities. The Quakers are such a minority, I 
suppose, for they hardly expect that they will 
ever be a majority, and I am sure that they do 
not intend to go out of existence....... 

Indeed, so far from democracy being unable 
to “suffer” permanent minorities, I believe that 
when democracy ceases to “suffer” such minor- 
ities, but strives to tar everyone with the same 
stick, democracy is dead. Some sort of totali- 
tarian ‘“‘ism” has taken the place of democracy. 
Certainly our American democracy implies free- 
where is freedony there will inevitably 
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safe for differences is to preserve democracy; to 
enforce identity, whether by civil law or by the 
extra-legal pressure of one group upon another, 
is to destroy democracy. 

Apparently the Christian Century thinks that 
the root of Jewish differentiation into a per- 
manent minority is the root cause of the Jewish 
problem. This it places in “the Jew’s immemorial 
obsession with an illusion, the illusion that his 
race, his people, are the object of the special 
favor of God, who requires maintanance of their 
racial integrity and separteness as the medium 
through which, soon or late, will be performed 
some act involving human destiny.” Well, I sup- 
pose the traditional Christian view is that for 
two thousand years before Christ the Jews were 
the Chosen People, that they did enjoy the spe- 
cial favor of God, that they were the medium 
through which human destiny was mightly affec- 
ted, and that through some mysterous dispensa- 
tion of God’s providence they have been preserv- 
ed as a recognizible group, whether or not ethno- 
logists call it a race. At any rate this “illu- 
sion” of which the Christian Century speaks is 
a religious conviction of the Jews, and there is 
a more urbane way of indicating disagreement 
with the religious convictions of another than by 
bluntly calling them “illusions.”...... 

If we are good democrats, we shall be jealous 
of freedom for ourselves and for others, recog- 
nizing that one of the most precious things we 
have in this country is freedom of religion.

Not in any sense a propagandist 
or proseletyzing agency, The Jew- 
ish Chautauqua Society aims, 
through its speakers, to present 
scholarly, truthful pictures of Jew- 
ish culture, of Jewish history, and 
of the Jewish spirit, hoping there- 
by to promote understanding, good 
will and friendly cooperation, and 
to dispel and to destroy hatred, 
misunderstanding and misinforma- 
tion. : 

The speakers are selected from 
among the best minds of Jewry 
from al] parts of the country, and 
they represent all shades of 
thought and opinion in Jewry, as 
likewise does the Board of Man- 
agement. 

For some years at the Univer- 
sity of Virginia, the Society has 
provided a lecturer for a five 
weeks’ course, for which the stu- 
dents receive full credit, However, 
due to the limited budget the So- 
ciety can only offer one, two or 
three lectures at most of the in- 
stitutions. 

From the very beginning, The 
Jewish Chautauqua Society has de- 
pended entirely upon the generous 
contributions of individuals, feder- 
ations and welfare funds, and other 
organizations throughout the coun- 
try. There is considerable demand 
for more lectures in more institu- 
tions in more States, and this can 
only be met by more generous con- 
tributions from the entire Ameri- 
can Jewish community. Only in 
such way can this invaluable and 
absolutely needed work, through 
which every Jew in America bene- 
fits, go on.

TO FIGHT ANTI-SEMITISM

How to impress parents with 
the importance of Jewish educa- 
tion is still a problem which Mrs. 
Domont has been unable to solve. 
She has tried parent-teacher or- 
ganizations, but these have not 
done the work. However, she 
fully believes that it is the wo- 
man’s duty to see that her chil- 
dren attend Hebrew School. 
Nothing makes her more angry 
than to have a mother insist that 
because of her child’s dancing 
and piano lessons she does not 
have time for Hebrew classes. 
Mrs. Domont feels that know- 
ledge of Judaism is one of the 
most important methods of keep- 
ing the race intact. She said 
“Formerly it was the duty of 
the father to see that his child- 
ren were properly trained, but 
modern business is so absorbing 
that this duty devolves upon the 
wife, and there is no excuse for 
neglecting Hebrew School.” 

From her experience gained 
while working for J, E. A. Mrs. 
Domont has arrived at the con- 
clusion that modern Jewish mo- 
thers need classes to teach them 
how to teach their children. If 
they could learn to make their 
homes more Jewish, a better un- 
derstanding of Jewish education 
would be effected, and it is in 
this way that leaders are made. 
Despite the activity of the Jew- 
ish organizations in Indianapolis, 
Mrs, Domont deplores the lack of 
good leaders, and hopes that in- 
tensive Jewish training may al- 
leviate this difficulty. 

Mrs. Domont was married 
January 27, 1900, at the age of 
17, and she has two grown sons 
of which she is very proud. 
When she and her husband de- 
cided to come to America they 
chose Indianapolis, in which to 
Settle and have never regretted 
it.

Palestine Tension 
Denied By England 


By Jewish Telegraphic Agency 

LONDON—The Colonial Office 
denied that tension prevailed in 
Palestine as result of Arab-Jewish 
incidents in the past few days and 
declared there were no indications 
the disturbances were “part of a 
concerted plan for disturbing the 
peace.” 

In a statement to the Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency designed “to 
check any distorted reports which 
might be sent from other sources,” 
the Colonial Office said: 

“The officer administering the 
Government reports as follows: 
First, at 4:20 p.m., on June 22, a 
Jewish lorry arriving from the 
Dead Sea was stoned by Arab 
Schoolboys near Herod’s Gate in 
Jerusalem and one Jewish passen- 
ger was hit but not seriously in- 
jured. Secondly, about six p.m., 
June 22, a Jewish shopkeeper was 
shot in the chest by an Arab who 
went inte his shop in the Old City 
but not seriously wounded. Thirdly, 
early yesterday morning two Chris- 
tian Arab painters walking in Bon 
Yehuda Street were fired on by a 
Jew who came out of a side street; 
Six shots were fired, three of which 
hit one of the victims in the back, 
the other in the arm; their con- 
dition is not serious. Fourthly, 
there is no apparent tension as a 
result of these incidents and no in-

Britain Petitioned 

A petition addressed to the Brit- 
ish Roya] Commission on Palestine 
was made public as the convention 
opened, reminding the British Gov- 
ernment that the American Gov- 
ernment had played a considerable 
part in arranging Britain’s League 
of Nations mandate for Palestine, 
that American Presidents, Cong- 
ress and the people had shown 
great interest in it, and that Amer- 
ican Jews had put $81,000,000 into 
the country since 1918 in contribu- 
tions and investments. 

The petition, in the form of a 
memorandum and a letter address- 
ed to Earl Peel, chairman of the 
Royal Commission, was signed by 
the heads of seven leading Ameri- 
can agencies for the building up of 
Palestine. 

Asked To Fulfill Mandate 

The memorandum called on 
Britain to fulfill “fully and fair- 
ly” her obligations under the Man- 
date, described as now “in jeop- 
ardy.” 

The memorandum was made 
public by Dr, Wise at a prelim- 
inary meeting of the administra- 
tive committee. This had been 
scheduled as a closed executive con- 
ference, but so many delegates 
pushed their way into the meeting 
room that it was declared an open 
session. 

. A group of 100 delegates visited 
the Statue of Liberty. They placed 
@ wreath under the bronze tablet 
inscribed with the verses hailing 
the statue, written by Emma La- 
zarus, Jewish poetess and a pion- 
eer Zionist. 

The convention voted to raise a 
$40,000 fund to commemorate the 
fortieth anniversary of the found- 
ing of Zionism in this country. 


European Catholics

Seen In Changes

LONDON — Reports that the 
Royal Commission on Palestine had 
made eleventh-hour changes in its 
findings to appease the Jews 
aroused speculation this week over 
the possibility that the United 
States Government had interceded 
with Great Britain. 

The Daily Star discussed what 
effects appeals of the American 
Jews to Washington regarding the 
forthcoming announcement of the 
new British policy on the Holy 
Land had exercised in influencing 
the British Government, 

“Washington has no legal 
grounds for intervening officially,” 
the Star said, “but President 
Roosevelt, in an unofficial capacity, 
might recall the assurances given 
to the American delegatese to the 
Peace (Conference about the open- 
ing up of the Palestine area to 
Jewish immigrants.” 

The changes in the findings, ac- 
cording to the Star, are embodied 
in the partition plans. In the north 
of Palestine a large area will be 
set aside for the contemplated in- 
dependent Jewish State, the report 
said, and Jerusalem and the neigh- 
boring holy places will not be com- 
pletely separated from the Jewish 
State, as originally intended. 

The Manchester Guardian dis- 
cussed the possibility that the 
British Government may publish 
the report of the Royal Commis- 
sion on Palestine and announce its 
policy later in the Summer, after 
the House of Commons has ad- 
journed. 


The liberal daily said the action 
would represent a change from the 
Government’s previous intention of 
making public its conclusions sim- 
ultaneously with the report. 

The report, which is very vol- 
uminous, will be published in the 
middle of July, the Guardian said, 
before Parliament rises for the 
Summer holidays. The League of 
Nations Mandates Commission will 
also get the report first and the 
Government’s conclusions after- 
ward, the paper said.
